Father, Son and Holy Spirit forty - 
eight times. 
His mind is stay ed upon 
the Lord, concerning whom he say s, 
“ I know whom 1 have believed and am 
persuaded that He is able to keep.” 
Cur lesson chapter opens with a sol­ 
emn charge in view of the judgment, 
and we are reminded of Eceles. xi, 9; 
xif. 14. “ Know thou that for all these 
things God will bring thee into judg­ 
ment;” also of Matt. xii. 3d. “ Every 
idle word that men shall speak they 
shall give account thereof in the day 
of judgment.” 
Let us remind our­ 
selves that “ the Father judgeth uo 
man, but bath committed all judgment 
unto the Son. that all men should hon­ 
or the Son even as they honor the Fa­ 
ther” (J ohn v, 22. 23» . 
Believers who
